. The tree on Rockland avenue was 
again the subject of debate before the 
C hief Justice sitting in Chambers this 
morning. This was on an application to 
strike out the statement of claim pre¬ 
sented by the plaintiffs, J. W. Jones et 
al. The striking out of this statement 
would have had the effect of giving the 
city an opportunity to cut down the 
tree, but wag refused by the Chief Jus¬ 
tice. 

The matter was introduced by W. J. 
Taylor, K. C\, who slated that the 
plaintiff bought the parcel or tract of 
land according to a plan having cer¬ 
tain boundaries. The ownership did 
not pass beyond the fence nor Include 
any part of Urn atreeL The statement 
was defective. In that it did not claim 
any right to the tree, nor did it allege 
that the claimants had any proprietory 
right beyond the street. They did not 
claim to have any control over the 
tree, yet they claimed the right to pro¬ 
hibit its being cut down. The muni¬ 
cipality had the absolute right over the 
streets within the municipality. 

Chief Justice—If they choose, then, 
the city can block up a street? 

\tr. Taylor—Certainly. The muni¬ 
cipality has the right to exchange or 
sell the streets If they wish. There Is 
no reservation iuA the claim that the 
tree Is the property of the claimant. 

E. V. Bodwell, K. C., who appeared 
for the plaintiffs, said what Mr. Tay¬ 
lor said might or might not be a fact, 
that the owner had dedicated the pro¬ 
perty in the way claimed. 

Chief Justice Hunter—The state¬ 
ment of claim is certainly a very 
picturesque one. I have never before 
seen one In which there was an excla¬ 
mation mark. 

Mr. Bodwell—'That must be a muti¬ 
lated statement. The exclamation marlf 
is not In the copy I have.

The plans 
of the mill have been drawn so as to 
provide for two paper machines In¬ 
stead of one. so it is very likely that 
the company will put in another paper 
machine at an early date. They have 
already purchased one huge machine of 
the Fourdriner type. The machine Is 
equipped with reels for the running of 
newspaper or extra attachment for 
wrapping, and thoroughly complete 
with forty-six table rolls, gun 
metal conch rolls, adjustable 
Deck le frame, Hutton wire guide, first 
and second presses, drying cylinders, 
etc. The machine is over 100 feet long 
and will be the first paper machine ever 
shipped to'Western Canada. So far 
the company has made remarkable 
progress in their work. It is not easy 
to establish a town and a big industrial 
plant in a virgin forest, but the direct¬ 
ors went about it in a way that has re¬ 
flected great credit on the manage¬ 
ment. and from present Indications it 
will not be long before they are prepar¬ 
ed to go on the market with their fin¬ 
ished product.
